Panel Chairman 

'rofessor Cohen, the panel's 
airman, is now a member of the 
Faculty of Law at McGill. He 
holds the degrees of B.A., LL.B., 
and LL.M. He received his Master 
of Laws from Northwestern Uni- 
versity and in 1938 held a re- 
search fellowship at Harvard Law 
School. Called to the Bar of 
Manitoba in 1939, Cohen came to 
McGill in 1946. He has been a 
member of several economic and 
international commissions and in 
1951 he was appointed special as 
sistant to the Director General of 
the Technical Assistance Admi- 
nistration of the U.N. 

Blair Fraser was born in' Syd 
ney, Nova Scotia and graduated 
from Acadia in 1928. He has had 
a long and varied journalistic 
career, working for three daily 




papers in Montreal and since 
1943 has served as Maclean's Ot- 
tawa editor. He was also a radio 
commentator for British, Cana 
dian, and American networks. 

Gérard Filion has been editor- 
in-chief of Le Devoir, one of 
Montreal's foremost French dai- 
lies, since 1947. He graduated at 
the head of his class from Laval, 
receiving his B.A. and the Prince 
of Wales prize. Until he took up 
his present post he was president 
of the Union des Cultivateurs 
Catholiques. 

Professor Frank Scott is 
Rhodes scholar and a graduate of 
Bishop's University. Active in 
politics, he was National Chair 
man of the C.C.F. party from 



1942-1950. In 1952 he acted as 
U.N. Technical Assistance Repre- 
sentative in Burma. The author 
of many books on socialism in 
Canada, Professor Scott is a 
former editor of the Canadian 
Journal of Economics and Politi- 
cal Science. 

Professor Edward McWhinney 
Is a native of Australia. He has 

Eursued his legal education at 
oth the University of Sydney and 
Yale where he obtained his B.A. 
and LL.B. After teaching at Yale 
from 1951-55 Professor McWhin 
ney came to the University of To- 
ronto as a member of the Faculty 
of Law. In 1954 he was named 
legal consultant to the United Na 
tions.

U.S. Should Make Tactical Atomic 
Weapons Available to Europe Allies; 
Also Stresses NATO Interdependence

Lester B. Pearson said last night that "massive retaliation or 
slow defeat" are the only present alternatives in the event of a 
Russian attack on any NATO country, no matter how restricted the 
attack might be. Pearson was delivering the. opening address of the 
:'our-day McGill Conference on World Affairs. 

The former Canadian External Affairs Minister went on to 
explain that present day NATO defenses consist of 30 divisions 
armed only with conventional weapons and the U.S. strategic air 
force, capable of retaliating with hydrogen and atomic bombs any- 
where in the world. If tactical atomic weapons were placed in the 
han3s of the individual NATO countries, the Russians might think 
twice before launching an attack. As things stand now it is the 
U.S. who has the power "to push the button" launching massive 
nuclear retaliation, but the communists might be willing to gamble 
that the Americans would not risk such a move. Tactical atomic 
weapons in the hands of each NATO country was another thing 
which would most likely prevent such an attack. At present only a 
small amount of tactical atomic weapons are in Europe, but under 
the. control of the U.S. 

Suez and Tunisia 

Pearson went on to enlarge the present NATO plans of more 
military interdependence among the Atlantic countries. He also 
touched on non-military cooperation among the NATO members, 
and stressed that such incidents as the U.S. arms shipment to Tunisia 
r.nd the Suez intervention should have been discussed among the 
Atlantic powers before any action was .taken. Such disputes in the 
open only serve to weaken the Atlantic Alliance, he said. 

Tracing the history of NATO, Pearson said that Stalin and his 
policies were responsible for the formation of the Alliance. In fact, 
he said, Stalin can be called a veritable "founding father" of the 
organization. The Berlin blockade and the Communist invasion of 
Czechoslovakia, coupled with the failure of the U.N. to provide the 
necessary collective security of the West, were the prime factors 
involved in the formation of the alliance. 

The recent Soviet technological break-through in the ICBM and 
Sputnik fields have spurred the U.S. and others to talk about inter- 
dependence and the sharing of scientific know-how, he said. It seems 
to have been forgotten, Pearson pointed out, that the Committee of 
Three's report to the NATO Council last December recommended 
such a move, but that the plan was called "nice" and then pigeon- 
Pearson also delivered a gentle slap at the Americans for their 
"dumping" policy for agricultural surpluses. He said that the Cana- 
dian government might be inclined to ask why they should help the 
Americans militarily while they were stepping on Canada's toes 
economically. 

Also criticised was the American McCann Act which prevents 
the U.S. from sharing any atomic weapons on their plans, even when 
the Russians themselves possess such weapons. Hé said that President 
Eisenhower was trying to repeal the law but it is the same old Ameri- 
can story — "the President proposes but Congress disposes". 

Rome and NATO 

Turning again to the topic of non-military cooperation in 
NATO, Pearson said that "neither Rome nor NATO was' built 
in a day." The progress in NATO's case, however, has been 
disappointing. He' said that an air of cooperation and consultation 
pervades NATO when crises are at hand but this usually blows off 
when situations become normal. As a result the present Tunisian 
crisis has hit the front pages whereas it could have been solved 
behind the scenes before the actual decision to ship arms was made. 

Pearson closed with a plea for the development of a truly 
interdependent NATO. "If we don't do something about this NATO 
will gradually disappear," he said, adding that this would only 
serve to benefit the power which NATO was formed to oppose. 

A question and answer period followed in which the delegates 
were able to raise problems issuing from Pearson's speech. In parti- 
cular Pearson said that despite the pressing need for a revitalization 
of NATO militarily, it was far better to make more progress in 
solving the East- West differences which made NATO necessary. 

Pearson was introduced by Dr. F. Cyril James, Principal and 
Vicc-Chancellor of McGill and Honourary Chairman of M.C.W.A. He 
was thanked by Pierre Lamontagne, Co-Chairman of M.C.W.A.

Security Or Maturity? 

An acquaintance of ours is fond of remarking on what 
he calls the lack of eccentrics amongst McGill students. It 
seemed that he always dreamed of coming to college and 
finding there a hotbed of non-conformity. There is a much 
more serious variation of this attitude prevalent in many 
circles these days — the idea that this generation of stu- 
dents is dull,' too serious, have career fixations, are in short 
the "no-nonsense" generation. 



The chief concern of these critics is the emphasis 
which young people are putting on security. The plans of 
this generation seem to be well-formulated quite early and 
to be geared along lines which would provide a comfortable 
living as soon as possible. We cannot see reason for concern 
here; the whole point of the struggle of humanity for years 
has been security. Now that a high degree of security in 
creature comforts does seem to be possible in North America 
it would seem that the very generation that helped to pro- 
vide this security is criticising its offspring for taking ad- 
vantage of the fruit. 

Can we blame this generation for wanting such security 
as it can guarantee itself? The problems they have to face 
are greater than have ever faced any other generation. 
They live in a world where events of startling dimensions 
have become everyday happenings ; they are beset by strains 
which have made many of them grist for the psychiatrist's 
mill ; the problems they face are manifest and bewildering. 
It seems that the least they can do for their own equilibrium 
is to secure what elements can be made certain in this turbu- 
lent world. 

Besides a drive for security need not indicate, as our 
critics imply, a dearth of a spirit of challenge or the heroic. 
The areas in which the opportunity for adventure are now 
prevalent have changed. Rather than such activity b'ûng 
pointless it is now pursued with earnestness and with a 
goal in mind. There is less interest in being the dilettante or 
the rebel and more interest in the quite-as-oxcitimr ad- 
ventures of the real world. There is real interest in problems 
of society, in art, in science. This is not a negative fenera- 
tion or a beat generation. It is a generation devoted to pro- 
gress, a mature generation.

Question For 
Lester B. 

Sir: 

It is truly un astounding tiling that 
in an hour-long speech on international 
relations, heard by hundreds in Moysc 
Hall and thousands over the radio, 
that the Hon. Lester B. Pearson did 
not once refer to the main problem 
of international relations. In fact, 
his only reference to it' was in the 
last half of the last parenthetical sen- 
tence at -the end of an answer to 
question when he was off the .air. 
That problem is : bettering East-West 
relations. 

Mr. Pearson said, of course, that 
the Soviet ICBM makes obsolete the 
whole military defense strategy of 
NATO. And he logically suggested 
that even if the US can catch up now, 
the result will at best be a "nuclear 
stalemate", a "peace balanced on ter- 
ror." 

And yet the only solution that 
Pearson suggested is the development 
of smaller "tactical bombs" (distin 
guished from strategic presumably be- 
cause they only wipe, out one tenth 
as many people) that can be used 
without starting a total war. Along 
with this, Pearson, calls for a real 
"pooling" of military power among 
NATO powers, which he admits 
would necessarily leave the decision 
to 'push the button" in the shivering 
hands of a frightened Pentagon gene 
ral. 

Surely, surely, the only possible so 
lution left to western countries is to 
develop as quickly as possible the 
kind of , friendly relations with the 
East that will make the possibility of 
war more remote. 

The question that Canadians must 
ask about NATO, now that it is prov- 
ed militarily obsolete, and the qucs 
tion that must be asked by the dele- 
gates to MCWA today, is : 

Docs NATO contribute to or im- 
pede the development of friendly re- 
lations w(th the east, who, after all, 
are the ones we have to learn'to live 
with if we want to avoid war. Does 
it help or hinder this all-important in 
1er national task for Canada?
